Officials say the p resent 
fu el p inch is nowhere near 
that bad. 
They also say the contin­ 
gency p lan is only a “ working 
draft” 
that has not been 
adop ted. Bu t they hav e al­ 
ready p u t into action most of 
the m easu res in the p lan’s 
first three stages. 
The White Hou se Energy 


Policy Office refu sed to re­ 
lease* the contingency p lan 
late l^st week, bu t a news­ 
m an was allowed to insp ect a 
cop y in another office. 
The p lan su ggests that offi­ 
cial ap p eals for v olu ntary 
fu el conserv ation cou ld make 
u p for shortages u p to fiv e p er 
cent.

Ohioans were just another 
year older in 1973, but the 
sam e wasn’t exactly true for 
the counties in which they 
live. 
There were 
few 
visible 
gray hairs, for example, on 
youthful 
Greene 
Countv. 
where persons 65 and older 
make up only 5 per cent of the 
population. 
Yet 
in 
the 
southeastern corner of the 
state, the sam e age group 
makes up around 15 per cent 
of the population. 
The 
population 
p er­ 
centages, drawn 
from 
the 
1970 census, are especially 
significant for those rural 
counties 
faced 
with 
in­ 
creasing elderly populations, 
said John B. Mitchell, ex­ 
tension rural sociologist at 
Ohio State University. 
As time goes by, Ohio’s 
nearly one million elderly 
become larger and larger 
chunks of those countys’ 
populations. 
Yet while the proportion of 
elderly is on the rise in those 
counties, 
they also face 
dwindling 
populations 
in 
general 
and 
a 
declining 
ability to furnish the services 
the elderly may need, Mit­ 
chell said. 
Twenty-live 
of 
the 
28 
counties 
in 
Ohio’s 
hilly 
southeastern corner are in 
that boat, and another half 
dozen rural counties with the 
sam e problem are scattered 
in the West and Northwest. 
Ironically, 
the 
rising 
proportion of elderly affects 
some of the stale’s 
most 
populous counties as well as 
the least. 
Cuyahoga, Hamilton, Allen 
and 
L u cas 
counties 
all 
recorded elderly populations 
in excess of the state's l-in-10 
ratio over-all, although none 
laces the population-resource 
squeeze that 
m ay crim p 
smaller counties’ abilities to 
offer services to the elderly, 
Mitchell said. 
The larger county figures 
reflect the migration of young 
urban 
fam ilies 
to 
the 
suburbs, the elixir that kept 
elderly populations 
in 
the 
state’s two most “ youthful” 
c o u n t i e s — L a k e , 
n e a r 
Cleveland, and Greene, near 
Dayton 
between 5 and 6 per 
cent of the total. 
But 
belts 
of 
youthful 
counties surround the state’s 
larger cities. 
Greene 
and • 
Lake merely represent the 
extreme. 
At the other end of the 
spectrum, Morgan County in 


the southeast registered 14.8 
per cent of its population at 65 
or 
above. 
Nearby 
Athens 
County, even buoyed by the 
presence of Ohio University, 
still tallied only 9.1 per cent— 
barely 
under 
the 
sta te 
average. 
Because the trend in those 
rural counties is continuing, 
Mitchell feels southeastern 
Ohio will be hard put in 
com ing years to provide 
needed health, recreational 
and occupational services to 
the elderly. 
One answer, however, may 
be a multicounty approach to 
the 
common problem, 
he 
said. 
“ There 
might 
not 
be 
enough of a need in one 
county, but what about one 
person to work out and 
coordinate activities full-time 
in sev eral co u n ties?’ ’ he 
asked.

The Guaranteed "Student Loan Program 
(GSLP) was established under the Higher 
Education Act of 1965 to provide young 
Americans with the means of borrowing to 
K 
ance part of their post-secondary 
Kitten. 


••Through the GSLP, a student may borrow 
frto $2,500 each academic year up to a maxi­ 
mum total of $10,000 extending through 
iduate school. He may enroll in a variety of 
> st-secondary educational institutions, 
eluding vocational and trade schools. 
Z At the core of the program is the issuance of 
Itudent loans by participating lenders, with 
the loans guaranteed by state or private 
nonprofit agencies or insured by the federal 
government. 
The U.S. Office of Education estimates that 
•ince 1965 more than three million young men 
and women attending nearly 7,000 eligible 
institutions have benefited from these loans. 
About $4.5 billion in insured student loans is 
currently outstanding. 
From the beginning, however, the GLSP 
has been hampered by the problem of 
“ liquidity” — there has been no secondary 
market for student loans. More-over, loan 
repayments are often deferred for relatively 
long and uncertain periods of time. 
Repayments do not commence until 9 to 12 
months after a student completes his 


education and can be suspended by service in 
the military, the Peace Corps or Vista. 
The result has been a decrease in the flow of 
funds into student loans in recent months. 
To remedy this situation and to enlarge the 
economic opportunities for lower- and mid- 
dle-income youths to attend the schools of 
their choice, a government-sponsored private 
corporation has been created — the Student 
Loan Marketing Association, or “Sallie 
Mae.” 


The new corporation 
is designed to 
establish a secondary market in student loans 
and expects to tackle the liquidity problem in 
two major ways: By the outright purchase of 
student loans and by making advances to 
eligible lenders using their portfolios of 
student loans as collateral. 
Sallie Mae plans to obtain funds for its 
initial operations through the sale of 700,000 
shares of common stock in mid-August. A 
nationwide underwriting group will be co­ 
managed by Lehman Brothers, Merrill 
Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & Smith, and Morgan 
Stanley & Co. 
The law under which Congress chartered 
Sallie Mae requires that advances acquired 
by lenders be channeled into additional 
student loans, thus enabling more students to 
obtain the educational financing they may 
need.

An Ear to the Mountain 


One of the more interesting scientific en­ 
deavors of the moment is being pursued by 
scientists of the Commerce Department’s 
National Oceanic and Atmosphere Ad­ 
ministration (NOAA). 
They are trying to find out what the 
mountains of the world are saying. Already 
established is the fact that mountains are 
saying something—but they speak so low no 
one has been able to understand the message. 
IN SCIENTIFIC terminology, the scien­ 
tists are monitoring ultralow-frequency 
vibrations called infra-sound. They hope not 
only to find out where the sound comes from 
and why, but also learn more about the 
physical world around us. 
Gary E. Greene, a physicist at NOAA’s 
Wave Propagation Laboratory in Boulder, 
Colo., reports he and his colleagues are using 
a wide range of sensitive equipment to 
monitor the sounds. 
“ What we’re doing is listening with in- 


struments to an entire world of sound that is 
too low for us to hear because our ears don’t 
respond to such low vibrations,” he ex­ 
plained. 


“ From this work we’re learning to use 
these vibrations as a remote-sensing tool to 
detect volcanic eruptions, thunderstorms and 
other natural events. 


A NETWORK OF NOAA 
stations have 
been set up around the world in the past 10 
years to make the investigation global in 
scope. 
Not so long ago, Indians contemplated 
“ grandfather” mountains and attempted to 
attune themselves to the wisdom they felt was 
before them. 
Although contemporary listening devices 
are highly sophisticated, we still take en­ 
couragement from the fact that some men are 
straining to hear the whispered secrets of 
mountain peak and valley.

Computer Crimes

WASHINGTON - This 
reporter 
has 
been 
in­ 
terviewing 
officials 
and 
reading 
the 
results 
of 
researcn on those who use 
computers to commit crime. 
The 
results 
are 
most 
disturbing. 
One 
careful 
report 
describes these computer 
criminals, in the main, as 
young (usually 18-30), bright, 
highly-motivated 
people, 
none in trouble with the 
police, challenged by the 
complexity of beating the 
system . and 
outwitting 
p r o t e c t i v e 
d e v i c e s . 
(Intellectually stimulating — 
man against machine). Most 
are in trusted positions. 
They see nothing wrong 
with cheating a giant cor­ 
poration. Some, apparently, 
see their actions as “getting 
even” for the “great harm” 
these organizations do to 
society. 
But "these computer crimes 
are not limited to giant 
businesses, banks, insurance 
companies and the like. They 
take place in universities, in 
hospitals, in voting tallies at 
elections, 
in 
voter 
registration, in welfare of­ 
fices and tax refund depart­ 


ments, in the federal and 
local governments. 
THOUGH MOST of these 
individuals hide their crim es 
becau se 
of 
the. 
effect 
disclosure would ‘ have 
on 
their promising, sometimes 
brilliant, careers, some seem 
to have an urge to receive 
credit or punishment for their 
success in manipulating the 
computer to steal or destroy 
the secrets of some group, 
government organization or 
B usiness 
firm . 
In 
one 
un iversity ca se , the p e r­ 
petrator had a com plete 
confession stored as a file in 
the system he had su c ­ 
cessfully defeated. 
This strange and disturbing 
set of values isn’t found only 
on one side of the street of 
course. Researchers report a 
company 
which 
rountinely 
sent out phony bills by hand. 
Some custom ers apparently 
paid 
and 
the 
com pany 
profited. 
Those 
who were 
alert, and complained, were 
told, sorry, computer error. 
We are all too fam iliar with 
the giant concern which used 
its 
com puter 
sy stem 
to 
dream 
up, 
or 
cre ate , 
n o n e x iste n t 
in su r a n c e 
policies, then sell them for a 
profit. 
Though 
the 
sta te 
of 


research in this computer 
crime field is limited and the 
m easuring methods used are 
not as technically scientific 
as they will be later, there 
are, 
n everth eless, 
other 
som ew hat crude su rveys 
which seem to bear out the 
results outlined above, at 
least tentatively. 


WHAT IS DUSTURBING 
to this reporter, of course, is 
the notion that wrong may be 
right when we are dealing 
with machines, or with large 
in stitution s, 
p rivate 
and 
government, or with people in 
the m ass. 


Somehow, apparently when 
we deal with machines or 
through machines, we too 
frequently lose sight of those 
human values on which all of 
us depend. 
Government and private 
company officials and upper 
echelon workers — and even 
some social welfare men and 
women — begin to think of 
people as cases, or item 
numbers. 
As our civilization becomes 
more complex, 
more

computers 
intervene 
between us and the people we 
deal with. 
So it becomes 
easier, psychologically, for 
some to steal.

Let us suppose that for 
some reason the elements 
have been unkind to us and 
the United States has a very 
cold winter. The Antrobus 
family is huddled in the living 
room, freezing to death. Mr. 
Antrobus has thrown all the 
furniture into the fireplace 
and is about to dump the tele­ 
vision set in the flames when 
President Nixon, speaking 
from the winter White House 
in Key Biscayne, comes on 
the air. 
“My fellow Americans, 
“ I wish to speak tonight on 
a subject that is close to 
many of your hearts. I am 
sure you are asking why is 
the United States, the great- 


est 
out 
power in the world, with- 
heat? Why are the Amer­ 
ican people, who have the 
highest standard of living in 
the history of mankind, cold? 
“ IF YOU RECALL, in my 
SECOND State of the Union 
Message I asked Congress for 
a mild winter. 
“ I asked them to pass legis­ 
lation that would make it un­ 
lawful for the temperature to 
go below 40 degrees. I de­ 
manded that they give me the 
authority to move in on any 
cold front that could cause 
chaos in this country. 
“ It is typical of Congress 
that they ignored my request. 
Instead of passing a law to 
guarantee a mild winter, they 
passed a bill that would have 
cost the American taxpayer 
one billion dollars in fuel 
costs. When I vetoed this bill 
in October, I told you that I 
would never sign anything 
that would add to the infla­ 
tionary spiral in this country. 
At that time I said, and I still 
believe a vast majority of 
Americans feel as I do, that 
it’s better to shiver than pay 
higher taxes. Your response 
was overwhelming in my 
favor. 
“ NOW I KNOW 
you’re 
asking, ‘Why are we having a 
cold winter?’ The respon­ 
sibility lies not only with Con­ 
gress but with a press and TV 
media that for the past four 
months have been devoting 
endless space and time to 
weather reports that show the 


United States is a cold nation. 
Well, I can tell you tonight, 
my fellow Americans, you 
have been given a distorted 
picture of this country. There 
are great parts of the United 
States that aren’t cold. Flor­ 
ida isn’t cold; Texas isn’t 
cold; Southern California 
isn’t cold. But does the press 
write about these places? Do 
the network news programs 
show the sun shining over 
Arizona and New Mexico? All 
we ever see or read about ifc 
New England and Minnesota. 
“ THE TRUTH IS, since I 
took office in 1968 more peo­ 
ple have been warm than at 
any time in our history. But 
at the same time I am aware 
that there are some people in 
this country who are cold, a 
few of them through no fault 
of their own. 
“ We are going to help these 
people if they need help. But 
we’re not going to give a 
blank check to those able- 
bodied 
people 
who 
are 
capable of finding ways of 
keeping warm without gov­ 
ernment assistance. 
“ My fellow Americans, I’d 
like to end on a personal note. 
I received a letter the other 
day from a 7 -year-old girl and 
she wrote, ‘Mr. President, 
every night when I say my 
prayers I ask God to bless you 
for bringing us a generation 
of heat.’ ”

CERTAINTY: Two recent 
developments 
have 
un­ 
derscored the continuing drift 
and uncertainty at the White 
House. 
White House wavering was 
dramatized in the weak 
housing message sent to 
Congress and in the inept way 
President Nixon’s top aides 
handled the issue of a 
possible tax increase to fight 
inflation. 
The Nixon Administration 
put a stop to all government 
subsidized housing programs 
early this year, promising to 
come up with new and better 
ways of meeting the nation’s 
housing needs after a six 
months study. 
The study was completed 
last 
week, 
and 
the 
Administration was forced to 
admit that it still wasn’t sure 
what new program should be 
followed. Housing and Urban 
Development Sec. Jam es 
Lynn said the most promising 
new approach might be to 
pav direct cash housing 
subsidies to low income 
people, 
but 
the 
Administration didn’t want to 
rush into anything like that 
without more study. 
So for the time being, Lynn 
c o n f e s s e d , 
t h e 
Administration was going to 
continue the old program of 
subsidizing builders in a 
limited way. 
While the housing study 
was underway, mortgage 
money for middle-income 
families virtually vanished 
from the market place. So 
Lynn 
announced 
the 
Administration was taking 
action to try to increase 
mortgage funds. The chief 
move, if Congress goes along, 
will be to allow interest rates 
on VA and FHA mortgages to 
rise. 
T h e 
N i x o n 
Administration's inability to 
come to a decision was 
spotlighted a few days earlier 
when presidential assistant 
Melvin 
Laird 
said 
a 
“refundable” ten percent tax 
hike 
was 
under 
con­ 
sideration, only to have 
Treasury Sec. George Schultz 
quash the idea. 
Thus the White House has 
been unable to directly 
confront either the housing 
problem or the question of 
how best to deal with in­ 
flation. 
FOOD 
SUPPLY: 
The 
Agriculture 
Department 
lazed into its crystal ball 
luring the week* and an­ 
nounced prospects are good 
for big harvests next year. 
Both the wheat and corn 
crop are expected to be 10 
percent larger next year. 
Despite increased food 
supplies, the prospects are 
dim for any reduction in the 
prices housewives will en­ 
counter at the supermarket 
next vear. 
USt)A 
economist 
Don 
Paarlberg, said “ I don’t see, 
really, how we can predict 
that during 1974 there’s going 
to be any sharp, general 
decline in retail food prices.

UNEXPECTED PRAISE: 
Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader has received praise 
from an unexpected quarter.

The practice of tipping 
mover employees is unlawful 
and contrary to the Interstate 
Commerce Act,” said the 
agency in a news release. 
The ICC told the moving 
industry to instruct its em­ 
ployees to stop soliciting tips,

from 
the 
two new sstands 
went too fa r.” 
“ I t ’s my unde rsta nding 
that there was some exp res­ 
sion from the owners that 
they intend to coop erate.” 
According to the ordinance, 
m aterial is considered ob­ 
scene if “ap p ly ing contem ­ 
p ora ry com m unity s ta nd­ 
ards, the p redom inant ap p eal 
of the m atter, taken as a 
whole is to p rurient interest 
... and the m atter, taken as a 
whole, lacks serious artistic, 
literary , p olitical or scientific 
value. 
“ M atter shall be consider­ 
ed obscene when it contains 
p atently offensive re p re ­ 
sentations or descrip tions of 
m a sturb a tion,

functions, lewd exhibition of 
the genitals.”

Gen. Warren Spannaus 
has 
about 
three million 
trading stamps locked in his 
office, and he can’t redeem 
any of them. 
The stamps were collected 
by a state-run trading stamp 
redemption center that grew 
out of lawsuits filed in 1971 
against the Gift House Corp. 
of Minneapolis. 
The stamp company had 
decided it would pay off 
stamp savers only in wooden 
dishes and utensils made in 
the Philippines, rather than 
in the usual redemption 
goods, such as coffee pots, 
outdoor grills, ice buckets 
and ratchet wrenches. 
Disgruntled 
housewives 
went to court, contending the 
comDanv was breaking faith 
with faithful trading stamp* 
collectors. 
The court ruled against the 
company, 
and 
a 
cash 
redemption plan was 
im­ 
plemented by 
the state. 
Spannaus has collected the 
books, sent out receipts and 
made out a list of payments to 
be made by the company. 
Spannaus says his unusual 
role as 
a 
trading stamp 
handler has led to some in­ 
teresting incidents. 
“ One woman handed me a 
paper bag full of stamp books 
at 
a 
baseball 
game,” 
Spannaus recalled. “ I get 
them 
everywhere 
— 
at 
church, at home, in the of­ 
fice.” 
One woman sent 
in 
27 
different kinds of stamps, 
soap coupons. Green Stamps, 
Gold 
Bond 
Stamps 
and 
cigarette coupons. She ex­ 
pected to get credit for 
everything, saying it 
had 
taken “ years and years” to 
collect them. 
Spannaus 
mailed 
the 
collection back with an ex­ 
planation that the state was 
only in the business of bailing 
out 
those 
who collected 
stamps from Gift House. 


Others have tried to sneak 
in some empty books, but 
Spannaus has up to 20 part- 
time helpers checking every 
page and logging contents. 
Over the past six months, 
Gift House stamp collectors 
have sent 
in 
more 
than 
100,000 books of stamps. 
Tuesday is the deadline for 
stamp savers to mail their 
collections to Spannaus. He 
says the mailing of checks 
probably will begin next 
month. 
The company had offered 
to redeem thè stamps for 
$1.50 per book when it went 
out of the stamp business. 
Under the court order, the 
books will be worth $1.90 
each. 
The company’s assets were 
frozen by the court until it is 
determined how many stamp 
books must be redeemed. 
Once checks are in the 
mail, Spannaus says he’ll 
close up Minnesota’s first and 
only state-operated trading 
stamp store.

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Japan Looks 
At Other 
Protein Feed 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — 
American soybean farmers 
may see Japan, their biggest 
customer, turn partly to 
"petroprotein” 
or 
other 
chemical alternatives for 
livestock feed protein if 
scientists can sell the idea to 
the Tokyo housewife. 
But, so far, the notion that 
livestock can be fed high-pro- 
tein supplements made from 
petroleum nr other chemical 
products has not gone over 
well with Japanese con­ 
sumers, 
the 
Agriculture 
Department said today. 
The Foreign Agricultural 
Service said in a report that 
recent shortages of fishmeal 
irom Peru and the high price 
of 
US. 
soybeans 
nave 
stimulated scientific effort to 
find long-range alternatives. 
Most promising is yeast, in­ 
cluding a type grown from a 
p etroleu m 
su b stan ce 
called nparaffin. Japanese 
scientists have been ex­ 
perimenting 
with 
it 
for 
several years and in 
1972 
appeared to be on the verge of 
producing it commercially. 
But 
the 
plan 
w'as 
suspended after Japanese 
consumers protested the so- 
called petroprotein had not 
been tested properly and that 
questions existed about its 
effects on humans who eat 
products from animals fed 
the substance 
Bruce L. Greenshields, a 
foreign demand specialist in 
the 
Economic 
Research 
Service, says in the report 
that the protein content in 
yeast derived from petrole­ 
um and other carbon sources 
can vary but that it averages 
between 55 and 60 per cent. 
That is approximately the 
protein content of fishmeal. 
Soybeans provide 44 per cent 
protein. 
Greenshields said 
that 
since Japan is not now pro­ 
ducing petropprotein, there 
arc no figures available to 
compare its costs directly 
with soybean meal or fish­ 
meal. 
"However, a rough estima­ 
tion of the cost of inputs to 
production costs would be 
substantially higher than 
those of fishmeal and soy­ 
bean meal,” he said. 
Yeast protein is being 
made in limited quantities i:i 
the Soviet Union, Britain and 
France, the report said. Ja 
pan, therefore, is expected tc- 
continue research and efforts 
to convince consumers tha* 
the material is suitable for 
livestock feeding. 
Meantime, there is no in­ 
dication that the development 
of petroprotein in Japan will 
soon shrink that market for 
US. soybeans. 
Last 
fiscal 
year, ended June 30, saw 
Japan buy 125 million bushels 
valued at $604 million. 
Shipments for 1973-74 also 
are large and are expected to 
exceed last year’s level, 
according to export bookings 
reported to the government.
